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HOPES TOSTOP THE STEALING

Pemale Robbers Oome Under the Ban of
Law at Last,

POLICE AGAINST THIRD WARD SIRENS

Seven of the Most Notorions Women
Arrested and Connty Attorney
Appenled to for Assisinnce
in the FProsceuntions,

The police have made an effort to stop
the promiscuous thileving conductsd by wo-
men of the town distriet, placing under arrest
Kittle Owens, Stella Green, Mamie Brown,
Eva Hicks, Bortha Lewls, Annle Nelson and
Allce Grey. They are charged by Captaln
Mostyn with vagrancy, and ln a letter to
Prosecuting Attorney Miller it {8 requested
that he ask the county attorney to file in-
formations against them under the state
law.

This move was made by the pollee as a last
resort to punish these offeriders agalnust the
law In view of the fact that they have been
able to evade the law for many months past.
Under the clty ordinances such women &are
llable to arrfest and punishment In fines not

excoeding $100 or Imprisonment in the county
Jall for not more than thirty days. In the
cases brought before Judge Gordon no con-
victions bave beca made on the ruling of the
eallee magigtrate that the Informations were
faulty nnE that any sentence he might Im-
pose conld not be sustained, Notwithstand-
Ing these rulings, the clty prosecutor lssued
informations yegterdny on the eame mod-
els which he bhas done In the pist; The
women were arraigned upon them and a hear-
ing set for next Tuesday.

The police arsert that when prosecution is
conducted along lines pursued by the clty
attorney the work of the police department
Ig frultless. The course such cfiges have
taken In the past shows that they are set for
a hearing from time to time ahd are at
length dismissed without any punishment
beiug administered to the prisoners. Thie
result the police assert emboldeng the erlm-
Inal clagses and that the authority of the
arresting officer Is taken from him,

Friday four cases of larceny from the
porson came up for trial in police court, but
wore continued on request of the defendants.
Among the number arrested that night, Allce
Carey, Stella Green, Kittle Owens and
Fertha Lewis were out on ball omthe charges
of larceny from the person upon which they
had been arrested the day before, They
were agaln admitted to bail, while the men
they huve fleeced are obliged to hang around
the station and await trials which in many
instanee never ocour.

In carrying out the cruaade against the
women Captaln Haze held a consultation with
Assistant County Attorney Winter and asked
that Informations be filed ugaiest them under
the =stare law. The penalty provided by
these statutes lnfiiets a dfine of not to excecd
$100 or confinement In the county jall for
not more than ninety davs, Assistant County
Attorney Winter, in view of the urgency of
the case, agreed to flle complaints agalust
the offenders under the state law, and in
event of dismissal of the oharges under the
city ordinances, the women will agaln be
btrought to trial upon the last named in-
formations.

Id, D. Huckstep, a farmer from Vail, Ia.,
wae robbed of $20 yesterday in the house of
Addle Frazer, Twellth and Caplitol avenue.
The clrecumstances of the case did not vary
from any of tke numerous other similar ones
that have been reported within the last few
days. The women of this locality seem to
have little fear of the law, for while Tluck-
step was meeting with this experience Stella
Greene, an inmate of the same bouse, had
just been bound over to the district court for
the second time within the week for a
slmilar offense. The asmount taken from
various strangers durlng last week in this
wny amounts to ssveral bundred dollars.
Most of it was secured by the colored women
of this nelghborhood. Accordingly a roundup
was declded upon and before midnight last
night a dozen colored women wer: secured
from that vicinity. The circumstance caused
them small uneasiness, for at the fall they
formed themselves Into a chorus for the
rendition of popular songs.

SYKES WILL GOy BACK TO MEMPHIS.

Wanted in the South on Charge of
Selling ortgaged 'roperty.

An Investigation into the record of Caleb
Sykes, one of the men held for a time on the
possibllity that he might be connected with
the murder of James Nichols, brings to light
the fact that he s wanted in Memphls, Tenn.,
on a number of acrlous charges., Svkes was
arresteld with two other negroes shortly after
the bady of Nichols was recovered from the
Missouri river because of their previous as-
sociation with the dead man. They were re-
leased because of a lack of evidence, but an
Inquiry was sent to Memphis, where Syvkes
stated he had previously worked.

The reply recelved yestorday containe an
accurnte deseription of Sykes and charges
that he |s wanted there for disposing of
mortgaged property and obtaining money un-
der falge pretenses. Sykes was for n long
time in the employ of Colonel 8nowden of
Memphis as an all-round man In hls office.
Untll a year ago he had the full confidence
of his employer and had accumulated con-
sldorable property from his earnings. Sud-
denly he Is sald to have sold his belonglogs.
together with considerable of his employel's
property to which his position gave him ac-
cesg and to have left town. He was traced
to Milwaukeo and Chicago, but was not again
heard of until the inquiry sent from here.
Sykes was re-arrested yesterday. He ham
made no attempt to cover his identity and
protests his Inpocence. Sykes has horne a
good reputation during his employment as
porter in thig city, The chief of police of
Memphla will secure requisition papers and
send for the prisoner,
